ed yesterday was oricinally owned 
by George Raymcr, who was /presi-

during the

1890 and 
1801. 
He was 
also a 


Civil war hero, and after the war 
and his return to Madison, he was 
part owner and editor of the Madi- 
son Democrat. 
Upon his death in 


California, the 
property 
was in- 


herited by his daughter, Mrs. Ethel 
Raymer Edmondson. 


The present Union building- site 


was originally used .by the univer- 
sity as an infirmary, in June, 1914. 
Soon after this it was decided to 
use the building for more general 
purposes, and it finally resulted in 
the property being used as a union 
building.

An Air Monopoly? 


Wireless "Ttumt" Clalma Special Privilege to Air; 


Air" May Be Made a Mockery.

IR and watw havt tons been regarded as among the unas 
ullablo common possessions of humanity, and the term 


"fr*« as air," for instance, has been synonymous with that idea, 
Soon, howev«r thta term may become a misnomer, for now the 
force* of exploitation are scheming to bring about private mon- 
opoly of the air. 
Wireless monopolists are the first to claim 


a special privilege in the air. 
The big wireless corporations, ac- 


cording to reports made to the governments represented in the 
International Communications Conference in Paris, have pooled 
their patents. There are only 140 possible wave-lengths for the 
sending of wireless messages. These monopolists are patent- 
ing sending devices which will rapidly take up all of these 140 
different wave-lengths, and then they will be able to prevent the 
sending of any wireless messages by rival concerns, since they 
can interrupt and blur the message by "breaking in" when the 
rival's message is in process of being dispatched. 


The International Communication Conference has debated 


the situation. One suggestion is that the 140 wave-lengths be 
allocated among the different nations, so that each government 
could create its own radio monopoly or permit private competi- 
tion or monopoly. To the idea of any distribution of big radio 


• corporations are bitterly opposed. 


This danger of a legally established private monopoly of the 


use of the air for wireless communication is among the issues 
likely to be considered at the disarmament conference, so-called, 
in connection with the issue as to Pacific cables. 


Water bosses of Colorado and other semi-arid western states 


have made a mockery of the expression . "free as water" by 
selling the sources of supply in the mountains and diverting the 
streams so that no one can have access to them or draw from 
these fountains of life without paying tribute to the monopolists, 
but nil suggestions that the grabbers could corner the air, so to 
speak, and claim a monopoly right in it have been so far treated 
with good-natured derision. Now, however, this condition seems 
Ic be on I ha road to realization, in one form at least. In time 
it will perhaps take other =foras and then will cc-me as a natural 
sequence rate boosts in air. 
And no doubt there will be plenty 


of courts and commissions to grant them and to point out the 
absurdity and vulnerability of the position of those who may 
oppose or question them. 


PREVENTING REAL ESTATE FRAUDS 


O 


VER 825,000 has been recovered in cash, since January, 


1920, by the Wisconsin Real Estate Brokers' Board, and 


paid over to persons who had been defrauded by sharp practices 
in connection with real estate transactions. As much more has 
tcsn saved where real estate has been turned back to its own- 
ers, who had deeded it away through false representations, and 
where other crooked deals have been straightened out through 
the action of the board. 
Indirectly the board has performed 


valuable public service by taking away licenses from rea! estate 
agents who have been found guilty of fraudulent transactions. 
The citizens of Wisconsin in buying or selling real estate 
through agencies, may now be reasonably certain of fair treat- 
ment. 
If they buy or exchange real estate under false repre- 


sentations they have effective recourse, without the expense of 
litigation, by lodginig a complaint with the Real Estate Board, 
whose offices are located in the Capitol Annex at 249-253 E. 
Wilson St. 


This board receives no appropriation from the state, but is 


supported by the license fees of real estate agents. The fee for 
real estate brokers is $10 per year, arid $5 per year for each 
salesman. These fees more than pay the expenses of the board. 
A surplus amounting to about $40,000 for 1920 and 1921 will 
be turned into the state treasury. 


If more people knew of the existence of this board, and of 


the work it is prepared to do for the public, its usefulness would 
be increased, and hence this editorial. The real estate board 
consists of three members appointed by /the governor; Claire L. 
WUdner, Superior; Elmer Grimmer, Marinette; and George M. 
Sheldon, tomahawk. 


A recent report of the board shows that this year over 3,000 


licenses have been granted to brokers and about 600 to sales- 
men. 
The board has investigated about 200 complaints, held 


86 public hearings, made 31 settlements, revoked nine licenses, 
denied 43 applications for licenses and 66 applications were with- 
drawn, in most of these instances the withdrawal of the appli- 
cation took place after the brokers had discovered that they 
were under investigation. 


The board has done good work in putting a stop to sharp 


practices under which Indians were being cheated out of their 
land In the northern part of the state, and also in checking the 
sale of reclaimed swamp lands which have often 'been sold under 
prow intorcprawntatlon.
